In contrast with the flights of 
Lindbergh and Chamberlin and Le­ 
vine, tht' journey of the America 
will be primarily scientific. 
The 
most economical engine speeds from 
« fuel standpoint, utilization of fa­ 
vorable wind currents and the use 
of the radio are some of the things 
to be *t udied. 
Commander Byrd’s course, more­ 
over, will differ from that taken on 
ihe preceding trans-Atlantic flights. 
His route will be “ flatter” and con­ 
sequently somewhat longer, but will 
be nearer the steamship lanes. 
Radio station WODA at Paterson, 
N. J., will endeavor 
to

toucd with the “America” through 
the entire flight, furnishing govern­ 
ment weather reports, ship news 
‘bulletins and a musical program. 


After an absence of nine years 
from the curriculum of the New 
Castle Senior high school, the Ger­ 
man language will be reinstated be­ 
ginning with the term of 1927-28.

“ In my judgment no legitimate 
reason exists at this time for the 
exclusion of German from our cur­ 
riculum, and there are many reas­ 
ons why a knowledge of the lang­ 
uage and literature of that nation 
would be useful to our students, es­ 
pecially those who expect to pursue 
technical courses. 
The war is over;

EASTON JUDGE HOLDS

EASTON, Pa., June 15.— Judge 
William Me Keen has handed down 
a decision declaring invalid an or­ 
dinance under which thousands of 
dollars in fines has been collected 
by the city of Bethlehem for viola­ 
tions of the liquor laws.

Dr. Berger Tells Some 
Of His Experiences In 
New York Seeing Lindy 


• In the following communication. 
Dr. B. M. Berger, of this city, tells 
of his experiences in that mass of 
h u m a n ity in New York on Monday, 
and his efforts to get a place of 
v a n ta g e to see Lindy. I t ’s an inter­ 
esting letter and one that gives

June 13, 1927. 
Mr. Fred Rentz, 
The News. 
Dear Rentz: 
It behooves me. as a resident and 
practitioner of our city to describe 
if possible the most inspiring sight 
man (women included) could ever 


witness. W ith apologies for liter­ 
ary errors, “ let’s go.” 


This was the opening day, the 
beginning of a course we doctors 
are faking at the Presbyterian hos­ 
pital. I figured if there was any­ 
thing doing at all it would hardlv 
j be before 10 or 10:30 a. m. Well I 
figured wrong. It d id n ’t start at all. 
Too much Lindy. About 50 percent 
was the best quarum we could get. 
So. some one made a motion and It 
didn’t need a- second. Had lunch 
and proceeded to find Lindy. At 5th 
avenue and 59th street, I stopped 
and got acclimated. A huge wave 
got me and life preservers were at 
a premium. The one building nt the 
corner of 59th and 5th th a t I tried 
to dock in is not entirely completed 
and only those having passes were 
j admitted. Yes. I did n ’t get a pass. 
I believe the owners gave passes to 
prospects for future ventures and 
their friends, and anyone venting 
there would have to have a better 
Job than owning a new’spaper or 
practicing medicine anyhow. Well, 
I got my thinking cap on and be­ 
gan to scheme— with myself and a 
few Irish policemen. 
You’d have 
died laughing at my bum scheming, | 
I have a policeman’s card 
Fra - ! 
ternal Order of Policeman. So, it 
didn’t take very long to see a po­ 
liceman. 
I wonder 
how 
enough 
money is raised to pay them here. 
1 believe they borrowed some from 
Brooklyn. 
The 
first 
cop

course here’s iny card etc. etc. To 
make a real long story short, sir, 
give that guy at the door, collect­ 


ing passes, the wink and get me in. 
Ha! Ha! he says, I tried to work 
that with a couple friends of mine 
but now they’re next to me. But if 
you go to that traffic officer, h e ’ll 
fix you up. His name is Burns. He 
did burn. 
He introduced me to 
Gapt. Post. Now. I ’m sure I get 
fixed up, th o ’t I Gapt. Post, (should 
have been Roast) sent me to the 
same and first cop I tackled at 
first, who was stationed at the door 
to keep people moving. 
Nothing 
doing he says, because his influence 
was already dead. I think I’ll resign 
from the Policeman’s Order.

I don’t think he was 
Irish. So the best I could do was 20 1 
feet beyond the crowd

for about 20 minutes. An inspector 
came along and I forgot to pull the 
card. Maybe it isn’t good In New 
York state. Seats were at a prem ­ 
ium. Anywhere (in buildings) up to; 
$25 and $30. on a harder board I 
than that found 
in a circus 
for 
much less. People there since 10 in 
the morning. 1 attended two ladies 
who fainted and not being licensed j 
to practice in 
New 
York state 
didn t make the price of a seat! 
Really the parade was short but I 
was only interested in one event

seeing the kid. Paris and London 
! may, no 
doubt, have turned 
out 
stronger In numbers but after all. 
| th e re’s only one New York. And. 
boy they turned out. From the Bat­ 
tery to 59th 
street and 
Central 
Park! Lined 
on both 
sides 
and 
deep. 
Every 
window

building on both sides and as far as 
the eye could see into Fifth avenue 
on all street leading into it 
H u­ 
manity without a doubt, the g reat­ 
est ovation ever given an individ­ 
ual, bar none. 
I shall never forget that face.

sweetest, 
boyish face 
vou’d 
ever want to look at! How modest 
I ’ll bet h e ’d face bullets any day 
much easier, than the praise and 
pomp and glory he now receives 
There he rides 
wondering what 
it s all about with an expression of 
Gee, 1 didn't do so much. And he’s 
getting paid w hether he wants it or 
not, not in money, but in being 
worshipped as the best American 
hero of the hour* 
And If you please. I have no o th ­ 
er motive in writing you than the 
expression of one’s heart felt and 
sincere elation, who just could not 
resist the temptation of a New Gas 
tleite giving his mite for Lindy V 
won’t bore you any longer.
